Intrepidity of an American Officer. 

General —— was engaged on a tour to 
the north-west, some time since the late war, 
for the purpose, (among other objects) of 
selecting and obtaining from the Indians a 
scite fora military post. He was attended 
by a small party, and they were unarmed. 
Before he had succeeded in his object, the 
Indians conceived a design of murdering 
bim and his party, and they accordingly 
fixed the time for carrying their purpose 
into execution. A trader who resided on 
the spot, communicated the plot to the ge- 
neral, and proposed, us tle only possible 
chance of escape, that he should take shel- 
ter in his house, supposing that he might 
perhaps have interest with them sufficient 
to keep thean from breaking into his house 
to perpetrate the intended massacre. ‘The 
general reccived the intelligence—his own 
observation of the countenances and move- 
ments of the Indians, left him no room to 
doubt its correctnesse-but he was unwil- 
ling to accept the offer of the trader. He 
thought it would derogate trom the charac- 
ter he had obtained, to leave his tent and 
take shelter in a private house. Ifis situ- 
ation Was periious. 

The hour had almost arrived, and there 
was nofpossibility of escape or defence. In 
this extremity he determined on a bold exe 
periment. With the aid of the trader, 
though not without difficulty, he succeeded 
in collecting the chicfs in council, but 
their menacing countenances fave evi- 
dence of the determination they had form- 
ed. At that critical moment, the assem- 
bly exhibited a most interesting scene, 

‘The General with his litthe handful of 
men, all unarmed, in the heart of the In- 
dian country, was surrounded by many 
times their own number of Indians deter- 
mined on the work of death, equipped for 
the horrid purpose, and waiung only for 
the signal of onset. 

The General arose with composure, 
He told them the object of his visit—that 
their happiness was also contemplated — 
That he came among them as among bro- 
thers. He had brought n@ forces, hor even 
arms with which to defend himself. You 
see, said he, I have nothing but this, 
stretching out his hand with his cane. He 
reminded them that he was in the midst of 
their people, and he looked to them fur pro- 
tection. ‘Phey had listened with increas- 
ing attention to his discourse thus far, But 
here they would no longer remain in silent 
attention. They Jeaped from their seats, 
and rushing to him with all the ardour of 
friendship, they caught him in their arms 
—hugged hind; gave him every assurance 
of protection, and during his stay among 
them, fully realized their promises. 

The result of this affair was highly cre- 
ditable to the partics. But the principal 
object of introducing it here, is to illus- 
trate the beneficial effects of pacific mes-

He then 
determined to effect the escape of Clisby, 
he being an olddriend and lellow-convict. 
He easily picked the Jocks and crew the 

bolts of his door, and on entering his room 
he told him that he had come to release 
him. He (C.) being in ivens asked him 
how he could get rid of the “ dardice,” and 
even when they were off, how they could 
escupe through the wall, as the stones were 
every Where fastened with iron clamps — 
As to the chains, he answered, they can 
be casily broken; and with a prece of iron 
which he had taken off the side af bis door, 
he forced off the mossy bars, which are 
fastened with long spikes to the planks, 
and began to extract the stones from the 
wall. It being now about half past 9 o'clock, 
one of the keepers had just returned home 
and was walking along the pleiform, on 
the outside of the prison. Observing a 
light in Clisby’s room through the blanket, 
with which the grating of the windows was 
covered, to prevent the aceess of the cok 
air, he ordered it to be put out.

A Machine for cleaning Clover Seed— 
We have been called upon to view a mae 
chine or mill for hulling and cleaning Clo- 
ver seed, invented by Mr. John Bolton, of 
Worren, in Herkimer County ; and for 
winch he has ebtained a patent. It is of 
simple and cheap constiuction, and in 
operation will require a water power equal 
to that which is required for a run of stone. 
It may be erected by itself, or applied te 
the spindle of another mill, in which case 
it will not cost more than 50 or 40 dollars. 
With the application of the power above 
mentioned, it willclean one bushel of seed 
nen hour. This machine has been tried, 
during the last year, and found to answer 
the purpose contemplated by the inventor, 
Whose ingenuity and enterprise deserve 
the patronage of the Agricultural interest.
